The 1956-57 crop year is now well over two 
months old and we are still waiting for some action 
on Trade Minister Howe’s much-publicized promise 
that grain shipping points which had been unable to 
receive an eight-bushel quota by the end of the crop 
year (July 31, 1956) would be given priority in ship¬ 
ping in the new crop year. At practically every eleva¬ 
tor point on the Aldersyde line the quota at the end 
of the last crop year was only five bushels. If any 
wheat-growing area was to receive priority in shipping 
grain this fall certainly none was more qualified — 
on the basis of Mr. Howe’s statement — than this 
County of Vulcan area served by two CPR rail lines. 

The five bushel quota on flax and similar quota 
on durum wheat are general — certainly there is no 
priority or preferential treatment there. At Ensign a 
two-bushel wheat quota went into effect last week and 
at Brant there is a one-bushel quota. Both of these 
points serve small districts and at the time of 
writing were the only points with quotas to receive 
hard spring Wheat. 

Mr. Howe’s promise last summer was apparently 
just as empty as the pockets of western wheat- 
growers and was, we are forced to believe, just made 
to quiet the growing feeling of resentment against the 
obvious inequalities and injustice of the Wheat 
Board’s method of alloting orders and shipping grain 
from country points. Quotas cannot be alloted if there 
is no room in the elevators. Last summer points on 
the Macleod line with six-bushel quotas were still re¬ 
ceiving railroad cars and shipping wheat while points 
with four and five bushel quotas on this line were 
plugged to the eaves with grain and unable to get any 
boxcars. The Wheat Board, despite its attempts to 
make the CPR the scapegoat, must still shoulder 
90 percent of the blame for such a discriminatory 
situation occurring, the effects of which are still being 
felt by the farmers of this area. 

It looks like another year of small quotas for the 
grain producer. There must, above all, be more fair¬ 
ness in allotting of quotas this year. It could even be 
argued that districts which are primarily wheat¬ 
growing should be given larger quotas than districts 
which, as in Central Alberta, are composed largely of 
mixed farms and are not as dependent upon wheat 
sales as are we in the south. 

We think the federal government will have to 
come up with a new plan for the western wheat 
grower. 1957 will likely be an election year and there 
is a good chance that, in the next few months, the 
government will be more receptive to suggestions that 
some plan be evolved to help the wheat-grower sur¬ 
vive the present difficult period. The most logical of 
thd many suggestions advanced would have the eleva¬ 
tor companies making advances on farm-stored grain, 
with the banks providing the grain companies with the 
necessary credit under a guarantee by the federal

Farm Grain Storage Problem 

Due to the small delivery quota 
during the 1955-56 crop year, and 
another above average crop in 
prospect the problem of farm 
grain storage remains acute. On 
southern Alberta farms grain 
storage is a serious problem, and 
is a source of worry and expense 
to those concerned. The following 
information is offered as possibly 
being of some assistance with re¬ 
gard to putting existing storage 
facilities into condition for re- 
receiving the new crop. 

1. —Pay immediate attention to 
present grain storage ' buildings, 
repair leaky roofs, doors, win¬ 
dows, and other places lo prevent 
rain, and snow entering the build¬ 
ing. Check and repair other struc¬ 
tural weaknesses. 

2. — Weather - proof ventilators 
should be installed on any build¬ 
ings used for temporary or per¬ 
manent storage. Grain nbrmallv 
gives off moisture (sweats) and 
this moisture, must be removed

3. —Recbndition granary to pre¬ 
vent lodging of grain in cracks. If 
the walls of old granaries are 
badly cracked, they may be ef¬ 
fectively covered with plywood or 
some heavy water-proof building 
]>aper. 

4. —Sanitation is of Jwitne impor¬ 
tance to prevent the beetles from 
infesting the grain. Before the 

Res. 5 £)ain is stored, the walls and 
floors should Jne thoroughly- 
cleaned. 

5. —Floors and- walls of cleaner! 
granaries should be sprayed with 
one percent lindane solution (to 
the point of run-off). .Usually one 
gallon of prepared solution will 
cover approximately 1,000 square 
feet. 

6. —A granary . with a wooden 
floor, weLl above the ground, is 
best for grain storage. If tihe floor 
is of concrete, condensation will 
cause it to become moist. In such 
cases cover the floor with a good 
quality moisture proof paper. 

7. —Wherever possible existing 
storage should be raised off the 
ground to provide good air venti¬ 
lation under them. 

8. —Old infested grain must 
never be covered with new grain 
because the infestation will spread 
throughout the pile. 

9. —There should be a thorough 
clean-up of discarded and spilled 
grain around the storage places. 
Accumulations of mouldy grain 
are favorite breeding places for 
grain beetles and mites. Such 
material should be drenched with 
one" percent lindane solution and 
then removed.
